In a recent issue of the Washing- 
ington, I). C., Post, Dr. Irving C. 
Rosse, 
in an interview, 
combated 
the e.xistence of such a disease 
as 
hydrophobia. Dr. Rosse is a broth­ 
er of S. F. Rosse and S. A. 
Rosse 
of this city, and well-known in the 
east. 
He 
was a 
member of the 
Jeannette 
relief expedition to the 
North 
Pole, 
and Point Rosse, 
on 
Wrangle Island,is named after him. 
His remarks concerning hydropho­ 
bia are as follows: 


‘ ‘Am ong other things that I have 
locked for without success,’^ said 
Dr. Rosse, 
“ are the north pole, 
the sea serpent, a sh^rk bite and a 
case of hydrophobia. 
At this sea­ 
son of the year the newspapers give 
us more or less information on these 
subjects of a sensational character, 
which, regretable to say, is not con ­ 
sistent 
with 
either 
biological 
or 
medical fact. 
This is markedly so 
in regard to that imaginary disease, 
hydrophbia, 
which 
there 
is 
the 
strongest reason to 
believe exists 
more in a person’s mind than in the 
dog’s bite. 
In fact, I may go so 
far as to say that the existence of a 
genuine hydrophobia in man is not 
proven. 
“ When the question of transmis­ 
sion of rabies from animals to man 
is 
subjected 
to 
the scrutiny of 
science, or even to the plain com ­ 
mon 
s^nse 
methods 
pursued 
in 
a court ot justice during a medico­ 
legal trial, the genuiness of 
tradi­ 
tional hydophobia is left so much in 
doubt that it would be a .perversion 
of language to call it problematical. 
“ Characteristic lessons of hydro­ 
phobia are often found in perfectly 
healthy days. 
Wdih the recent ad­

th e inqu iry th a t fo llo wed th a t a heavy- 
set m an was a t Mrs. B inan’s ro o m o n 
th e evening o f the m u rder; th at Yo u ng 


the co u rt, and no t they,are respo nsible 
fo r the m iscarriage o f ju stice in the 
Yo u ng case. 
In the pu blic mind there 
is no do u bt bu t Yo u ng m et his death 
in Mrs. B inan’s ro o m, and th a t they 
co u ld tell all abo u t the m u rderer if 
they wo u ld, bu t she and Mrs. Oliver 
charged the crime u po n Seibert to 
shield the real crim inal. 
Bu t the Indianapo lis pu blic were 
so o n given cau se to take their m inds 
fro m a co ntem platio n o f the Yo u ng 
m u rder by the assa^^sinatio n o f Charles 
Eyster, a well-kno wn and highly re­ 
spected dru ggist at the co rner o f Mis­ 
sissippi and Fo u rth Streets. 
So me 
weeks befo re the o ccu rrence a co u ple 
o f negro to u ghs were arrested near his 
sto re and the po lice u sed liis telepho ne 
to call the patro l wago n to co nvey 
them to the statio n-ho u se. The negro es 
threatened t o ‘T ct even ’ w ith E yster 
fo r perm itting the telepho ne to be u sed 
fo r su ch a pu rpo se, bu t as su ch a thing 
m ight happen to any o ne having an 
instru m ent in his sto re no thing was 
tho u ght o f the threats. 
On the night 
o f the m u rder tw o negro es entered the 
sto re and called fo r a deck o f cards. 
Mrs. Eyster was in the sto re a t th e 
time, bu t so o n after left and w ent to 
her ro o m abo ve. The negro es retu rned 
to the sto re and asked th a t the cards 
be exchanged fo r so m ething else, and 
while Eyster was in the act o f w aiting 
u po n them o ne o f them leaned o ver 
the co u nter and fired a bu llet into his 
breast, asking at the same tim e if he 
didn’t w ant to be an angel. 
The 
wo u nded m an died the next day in 
terrible ago ny, and ju st befo re two 
co lo red men, who had been arrested 
fo r the crime co u ld be go tten to him 
fo r identificatio n. 
No o ne was in the 
ro o m when the sho o ting o ccu rred, and 
the evidence against the two negro es is 
who lly circu m stantial, w ith the excep­ 
tio n th at Mrs. E yster identifies them 
as the negro es who were in the sto fe 
ju st befo re she left. 
They claim to ac­ 
co u nt fo r their w hereabo u ts du ring 
the night o f the m u rder, and bo th will 
attem pt to establish an alibi. 
Ho w 
far the testim o ny o f the witnesses w ill 
go to co u nteract the effect o f the 
dam aging circu m stances against them 
canno t be kno wn, bu t the fact th at 
ju ries are lo th to inflict heavy pu nish­ 
m ents o n mere circu m stantial testi­ 
mo ny will do u btless resu lt in m ino r 
penalties if they are co nvicted a t all. 
If it were po ssible fo r the pu blic to 
lo o k u po n m u rder w ith indifference 
these cases m ight have prepared it to 
regard as a m atter o f no o rdinary 
mo ment 
the 
recent deaths o f Otis 
Smith and his so n Oliver, which o c­ 
cu rred ju st u po n the heels o f the 
Eyster m u rder. 
Bu t the strangest, m o st inexplicable 
crime is th a t which resu lted in the 
death o f five members o f the fam ily o f 
Charles Ko esters and the arrest o f 
Annie W agner, a servant girl, o n a 
c-iarge o f having adm inistered the 
po iFo n which cau sed their 
deaths. 
Lo ve o f Ko esters, who is a well-to -do 
fu rnitu re dealer, is the su ppo sed cau se 
o f the several crimes by which the 
girl expected to deprive him o f his 
family and make a place in his affec­ 
tio ns fo r herself. 
If it be tru e th at 
she 
adm inistered 
the po iso n, she 
spared neither the yo u ng no r the o ld, 
lo r the infant o f a few m o nths and the 
m an and wo man o f advanced age have 
fallen victims o f the deadly po iso n 
which she is alleged to have u sed. 
W ithin nine m o nths five members o f 
the family have been bu ried, and, as 
the sympto ms in each case were the 
same as tho se o f the elder Mrs. Ko es­ 
ters, who is no w kno w n to have been 
po iso ned, it is believed th a t ea h fell a 
victim to the servant’s u nnatu ral plan 
to rid Ko esters o f his fam ily and su c­ 
ceed to the po sitio n o f m istress o f his 
do micile.
